Three-way 


Victoria city council has 
shown itself to be "indecisive 
and objectiveless'’ in for¬ 
mulating a traffic policy for 
Finlayson Street, Mayor 
Peter Pollen charged this 
week. 

In an angry blast at 
aldermen and officials at¬ 
tending the public works and 
traffic committee meeting, 
Pollen said council was 
becoming "if not the laughing 
stock of the community, 
certainly a bunch of poor 
administrators." 

The inability to determine 
the fate of Finlayson and find 
a traffic solution which would 
save the neighborhood from 
destruction was becoming "an 
embarrassment," he added. 

Pollen said decisions ap¬ 
peared to be made as an ex¬ 
pedient response to petitions, 
rather than through a process 
of considering certain clear 
alternatives. 

The alternatives in this 
particular situation, he said, 
appeared to be only three: To 
make Finlayson a freeway “to 
the glory of Simpson Sears, 
Woodwards, past p*- 
ministrators and the tra* 
department"; to widen it by 
two feet on each side as a 
compromise between its 
present state and full 
widening; or to ban all

Veteran labor mediator 
Clive McKee has been ap¬ 
pointed industrial inquiry 
commissioner in the Victoria 
Press dispute, Labor Minister 
Bill King announced Tuesday. 

McKee has been both a 
provincial and federal 
government mediator, and 
was the officer appointed 
during the Pacific Press Ltd. 
dispute some 18 months ago 
when Vancouver's two daily 
papers were closed for three 
months. 

He left government service 
to become a private labor 
relations consultant working 
out of Vancouver about a year 
ago. 

King said he hopes the 
appointment of McKee to 
investigate the underlying 
causes of the work stoppage in 
Victoria will lead to set¬ 
tlement of the 44 months old 
dispute. 


Thermal 

search 

starts 

A search for major new 
power sources on Vancouver 
Island has been commissioned 
by B.C. Hydro. 

Beak Consultants Ltd. of 
Vancouver will compile an 
inventory of potential thermal 
plant sites on the Island as 
part of the general program to 
find new power sources which 
will be needed on the Island by 
the early 1980s. 

A thermal plant on Van¬ 
couver Island would be 
designed to burn coal, gas or 
oil, with proportions of gar¬ 
bage and wood waste (hog 
fuel) as secondary fuels to 
produce heat energy. 

Other studies will be in¬ 
vestigating the feasibility of 
overhead transmission or 
additional submarine cables 
to feed power to the Island 
from B.C. Hydro’s mainland 
power system.

Mayor raps council 
on Finlayson issue 


through traffic on the street 
between Cook and Quadra. 

Council tried an ex¬ 
perimental closure with 
deflectors for two weeks, but 
called off the trial last week 
after receiving a 340-name 
protest petition. 

The failure of the ex¬ 
periment obviously still 
rankled with Pollen, who said 
the only real response the city 
received was that of "some 
maniacs" who pushed down 
the barricades or scrawled 
obscenities on them. 

Committee chairman Aid. 
Alf Hood heatedly protested 
the use of the term 
“maniacs," telling Pollen he 
had received many telephone 
calls from residents who felt 
strongly about the closure. 

But Hood agreed the city 
was "going around in circles” 
on the Finlayson issue, and 
said a comprehensive policy 
must be settled on linking the 
Quadra-Cook section to the 
newly-constructed extension 
of Finlayson between Cook 
and Cedar Hill.

The committee instructed 
traffic engineer David 
Campbell to present 
recommendations for an over¬ 
all policy on Finlayson, in¬ 
cluding the widening already 
sanctioned and proposals for 
treatment of the Cook- 
Finlayson intersection. 


Amalgamation of the 
Victoria, Saanich and Oak 
Bay fire departments is to be 
proposed by the city as the 
only practical answer to a 
manpower shortage. 

In its caucus session this 
week, city council agreed to 
initiate through the Greater 
Victoria Intermunicipal 
Committee a request for the 
attorney-general to study the 
feasibility of such a merger. 

The decision implied 
rejection of a bid by Fire Chief 
Eric Simmons to employ 
another 16 firefighters. He had 
told council the extra men 
were needed to man the 
department's No. 2 aerial 
unit. 

In underlining the im¬ 
portance of having sufficient 
manpower to deal with 
emergencies, Simmons said 
Victoria has "all the major 
things there are to burn,” 
including all the major 
hospitals, hotels and other 
public buildings. 

When Mayor Peter Pollen 
argued that the city force had 
the capacity to fight fires, 
Simmons retorted: "As long 
as they happen one at a time.” 

The fire chief said it wasn't 
his responsibility as an official 
to press for regionalization, 
which was a policy matter for 
elected representatives to 
decide. 

But Pollen disagreed. "I 
think you should be trying to 
lead the blind out of the 
darkness,” he told him. 

The mayor said

was not a "mile away," for it 
could be achieved overnight. 

But even more than the 
present inability to co¬ 
ordinate services, he said he 
found the potential for a 


firemen’s strike "over¬ 
whelmingly frightening." 

The provincial government 
should be asked to ban the 
right to strike in all essential 
services, Pollen added.

"We think Esquimalt 
council has placed residents in 
jeopardy," says Cameron. 

"We feel we have a moral 
obligation to attend Esquimalt 
fires if called upon but It 
would take us no less than 10 
minutes to place a unit at a 
fire there. That is not fast 
enough. 

"I think it’s past time for 
Esquimalt to turn to its own 
professional fire department. 

I would question whether 
the tax savings are worth the 
risks they are taking for the 
protection they are not 
getting.” 

But Esquimalt Mayor Art 
Young said the criticism is 
unfounded. 

"Of course I wouldn’t agree. 
If Dockyard pulled out its fire 
protection coverage then 
Esquimalt would have to 
reassess its needs," the 
mayor said. 

But in the meantime, during 
the strike of dockyard 
firemen, "they’ve said they’ll 
come out if we call them and if 
we feel there’s life involved. 

"And otherwise the city of 
Victoria will provide back¬ 
up." 

Esquimalt normally has one 
fireman on duty, who attends 
fires in the pumper truck, 
while policemen are called off 
the beat to assist. 

Dockyard fire department 
provides back-up protection, 
turning out to Esquimalt fires 
if called. 

With Dockyard firemen 
conducting study sessions, 
Esquimalt has been denuded 
of this back-up, and has 
appealed to Victoria to take 
over Dockyard’s role. 

Cameron said one reason 
for the union’s dislike of 
covering Esquimalt fires is 
that such a move could leave 
Victoria without proper 
protection. 

"We have been understaffed 
here for some time without, 
allowing five people and a 
pumper to move into another 
area," he said. 

"If I lived in Esquimalt I 
would be concerned about fire 
protection regardless of 
whether the dockyard unit 
was there or not. 

"A little thought on the part 
of an individual would have 
brought out quite strongly the 
fact that you can’t expect a 
policeman to be competent in 
that job, and then change hats 
to become a competent 
fireman.” 

Cameron said the union has 
agreed to go to a fire in 
Esquimalt, (trovided 
Esquimau’s policemen are at 
the scene first, and provided 
they are not asked to go into 
DND property. 


Esquimau's parsimonious 
attitude towards fire 
protection is finally catching 
up with the municipality, says 
Victoria Firefighters Union 
president Roes Cameron. 

And one of these days 
Esquimalt will have an 
apartment fire that will take 
20 or 30 lives if it does not form 
a real fire department, he 
predicted. 

A strike of HMC dockyard 
firemen has left the 
municipality with little fire 
protection, and "sponging” 
off neighboring fire 
departments to which 
Esquimalt makes no financial 
contribution.

His assets 
backfired 


Three things ypu can say 
about Percy Daniel Clappis — 
he won't gite up, he knows a 
good thing when he’s got one 
and he is generous to a fault. 

Unfortunately, those three 
qualities brought the 21 -year- 
old Bamfield resident 
Tuesday before Judge 
William Ostler of Victoria 
provincial court, where 
Clappis pleaded guilty to a 
Victoria charge of break-in 
and theft. 


Police told Ostler first of the 
persistence. Clappis went at 
11 p.m. Good Friday to the 
Colony beer parlor, 2852 
Douglas, only to find business 
had stopped due to the 
holiday. 

Did Clappis turn away? No 
— he tried the door and found 
it unlocked. Next he found the 
beer coolers padlocked, but 
again Percy persisted. The 
coolers had glass doors and he 
kicked one in. 


Clappis took some cases and 
numerous loose bottles of beer 
to a relative’s home on 
David, less than two blocks 
away, and a party began that 
' didn't cool down until 8 a.m. 
next morning. 

Knowing he had a good 
pthing, Clappis went back to 
the coolers three more times 
before 2 a.m., taking away a 
total of 36 cases of beer. 

When police arrived at the 


home on David on Easter 
Sunday, they found 194 cases 
of empties. It seems word had 
spread about the party and 
visitors came from miles 
around — then as they left, 
Clappis told them to take 
some beer with them. 

In all, 164 cases disap¬ 
peared that way. 

Ostler remanded Clappis to 
May 2 for a pre-sentence 
report and sentence.

A strike of Canada’s post¬ 
men was still a possibility late 
Tuesday after talks in Ottawa 
failed to settle a dispute over 
technological change in the 
post office. 

The union has a contract in 
force until Dec. 31, which 
includes an agreement that 
there wiU be no legal strikes 


during the term of the con¬ 
tract, but Montreal employees 
have refused to work because 
of the suspension of Montreal 
workers who wore T-shirts 
urging a boycott of the postal 
code program 

The union wants the right to 
negotiate technological 
change and wants the 


operators of postal coding 
machines paid equivalent 
rates to other mail sorters. 
They now get 70 cents an hour 
less. 

In Victoria, union 
spokesman Stan Darlington 
said mechanization is due to 
come to Victoria post office by 
1977.

COLUMNIST’S CORNER 


The old quick brown fox 

ain't what she used to be 


If today's small contribution strikes you as even more in¬ 
consequential than usual I hope you’ll allow for the fact that it’s 
being written on a brand new typewriter, the fourth I've owned 
since the Middle Ages when l opted for newspapering. 

There! You see? My old typewriter, God rest her platten, 
could have handled that opening sentence with far more 
facileness. It would never dream of using the word ‘‘opted,’’ for 
one thing. At this rate it may be weeks before the new one gets 
the feel of things and overcomes the self-consciousness of being 
under these rough, cold, unfamiliar hands. 

The subject may not be as narrow as it first appears. I 
daresay that any man or woman who works with tools of any 
description — the carpenter, the artist, the housewife, the 
surgeon, the butcher, baker and ornamental candlestick maker 
— has had the similar experience of adjusting to new in¬ 
struments. 

Part of it, of course, is the unreasonable affection and 
loyalty we develop for the outmoded simply because it served us 
well. This is a changeless thing in the changing world. 


It is not so many years ago that I was a spokesman for 
railroad buffs who were fighting a losing battle to keep a 
number of steam locomotives in service for purely sentimental 
reasons, scornful of the unromantic diesels, and only the other 
day I da note from a middle-aged man wondering if I might 
support his whimsical notion that the airlines maintain in their 
schedules a few flights by pistol-driven aircraft “for old time’s 
sake.” 

We hate to give up the hardware of our memories, to put it 
another way. 

Typewriters are like most other utilitarian labor-savers. I 
suppose, in that they get handsomer every year, more 
sophisticated in their functions (this one has more knobs than a 
church organ) and a lot less durable. 

A comparison might be made with washing machines. The 
Maytag people, for example, have been running a series of 
advertisements showing machines that have been reliably 
swishing away dirt, with only minor repairs, since the early 
'30s, visual museum pieces, yet still going strong. 

On the other hand, both consumer report magazines to 


which 1 subscribe have had investigations in the last year 
demonstrating that the incidence of failure of the newest 
washing machines on the market today is scandalously high. 
Two out of three of the most heavily-advertised machines, 
according to one of these studies, have required major repairs 
in their first 18 months of service. 

There's more to this than merely a calculated, built-in 
obsolescence, A manufacturer might risk making a product 
with a factor of rapid decay. He’d hardly dare market one 
deliberately that was designed to go on the blink almost im¬ 
mediately. 

The real explanation is that the consumer, by conditioning 
and by choice, is mad for embellishments and refinements that 
go beyond the purely functional. It follows that the more you ask 
a machine to do, the more chances there are that it will go 
haywire. 

My own reasons for buying this particular typewriter, I 
realize now, were somewhat similar to those of a housewife who 
wants a washing machine that will do everything but go into 
orbit and play Auld Lang Syne. 


In spite of myself I was transfixed by the salesman’s 
demonstration of a dozen new ‘‘magic” and "miracle” im¬ 
provements. not a single one of which I will ever actually use 
and which. I now perceive, will simply get in my way. 

The only innovation I could possibly care about would be a 
system for ribbon-changing that would protect me from periodic 
temper tantrums, but the ribbon on this one changes just as 
unmagically as the one I had on my old original Remette which, 
like the Maytag, is probably going yet. 

The salesman made much, too, of the quiet operation of my 
new machine, realized by a design of insulation which, it now 
occurs to me, makes this typewriter two pounds needlessly 
heavier and less portable than my original. 

I say needlessly because the curious fact is that I like a 
typewriter that is noisy. I really wanted a typewriter that goes 
CLACK-CLACK-CLACK. It may take months to get accustomed 
to one that whispers a constant apology of Shucks-Shucks- 
Shucks.

Now that we have a Canadian navy again it would be 
logical to assume that some of the hangups hugged by the 
hidebounds would be discarded in their relief over 
regaining their status. 

But one hangup that appears destined to hang around 
for a long time is the prejudice against having women 
serve aboard ships. 

Major-generals and colonels who are now free to go 
back to being rear-admirals and naval captains are still 
reluctant to adopt the forward-thinking attitude of which 
their unique Canadian green uniform would appear to be a 
symbol 

Dig beneath that green uniform and its symbolism 
and there’s still‘that “Over my dead body!” attitude 
toward women sharing life afloat. 

Other federal departments in the marine en¬ 
vironment are more ready to concede that women and 
men can be peers at sea. 

The ministry of transport has women on its rolls, 
training as deck and engineer officers on the east coast. 


The department actively pursues a program of en¬ 
couraging female ship officers into its ranks. 

The federal hydrographic department also concedes 
that physical and mental aptitude for life at sea is not 
decided by genes. 

Miss Bernadette Flemming is one of nine Canadian 
hydrographers who have just completed a joint Guyanese 
and Canadian government project, conducting a 10-week 
hydrographic survey in the coastal waters and harbor 
approaches of Guyana ports, aboard the hydrographic 
ship CSS Baffin 

The defence department makes a big production on 
how it’s permitting women in more trades than ever 
before but the most crucial of all, seamanship, is not one 
of them. 

The standard excuses are that "It would be unwise to 
have women in combat conditions." or "We have found 
them to be more valuable in other areas.” 

The first reason smacks of Victorianism and com¬ 
pletely obliterates the worth of women who stood 
alongside men when the Luftwaffe was pounding hell out 
of Britain. 


In more isolated heroism, Bery Smeeton showed her 
ability to take it with the best of them when, rounding 
Cape Horn in the family boat, she suffered a smashed 
shoulder in silence for two days after the boat turned over, 
pitching her in the water. 

The second reason is not peculiar to Canada’s navy. 
It's given in businesses and industries across the country, 
usually to explain that women are relegated to lesser 
positions because they are more valuable there than In the 
slots at the top. 

This could be in the case of many but with no criteria 
by which to judge how can it be proven? 

Valid or invalid, the reasons still get touted by 
Canadian naval brass, in spite of more get-with-it at¬ 
titudes of other federal departments and our neighbors to 
the south, who now have women in U.S. naval ships as a 
pilot project. 

With the Canadian navy's inability to retain its ranks 
or to meet its recruiting quotas, this could be a hangup 
that should be permitted to have a reasonable death. 


As far as I understand, a 
dog is free to roam as long as 
he has a licence; and since 
they don’t know the difference 
between a boulevard and 
someone’s well-kept lawn, 
they ’ll choose whichever is the 
most convenient when it 
comes time to leave their 
"calling card.”

Dive for drilling 


Oil and gas well drilling in 
B.C. took a sharp dive last 
year, but productivity was up 
substantially on a national 
scale with Alberta accounting 
for 76 per cent of the total 

The number of wells drilled 
in B.C. was down to 165 from 
213, while footage was down to 
867,921 feet from 1,146,657. 

On a national scale the 
number of wells drilled was up 
20.7 per cent to 4,621 from 
3,827 while footage was up 17.8 
per cent at 16,776,595 feet from 
14,236,842. 

An annual report on the 
industry, issued in Calgary by 
the chairman of the Canadian 
Committee on Statistics of 
Drilling, Hans Maciej, 
indicated Alberta wells were 
up 31.5 per cent. 

New field wildcats in B.C. 
were also down as much as 40 
per cent to 13 from 22 and in 
footage from 35 per cent to 
115,204 from 178.206.

Taylor and a friend left their 
native England early in 
February to travel around the 
world, intending to work as 
they went.

Lampson March 3, was the 
home of Esquimau Constable 
Archie Browning. There, 
Taylor took a TV set, records, 
a hair dryer afld frozen meat. 

Total value of the two hauls 
was more than $850. Taylor 
was arrested gfter taking two 
packages of cheese April 7 
from Maverick Markets. 880 
Esquimau. 

Ostler said the thefts put an 
end to Taylor’s travels but "I 
really don’t know what to do 
with this boy” until 
• immigration authorities could 
give some idea of his possible 
future. The case was 
remanded to later in the week 
for sentence. 

Rodney Kevin 
Steigenberger, 20, was 
sentenced by Ostler to four 
extra months in jail after 
pleading guilty March 22 to a 
Saanich charge of being 
unlawfully at large. 

Steigenberger was 
sentenced June 20, 1973, in 
Victoria to 18 months definite 
and 18 months indeterminate 
for robbery. Starting Feb. 1 
this year, he was allowed out 
each morning to spend the day 
working at the dockyard. 

He left March 19 but didn’t 
show up at work or anywhere 
else until RCMP picked him 
up March 20 in Nanaimo. 
Defence lawyer Robert 
Monaghan said Steigenberger 
had been “constantly 
harassed” at work by 
creditors and “the pressure 
became too much for him.”' 


After the long Easter 
weekend, 13 persons appeared 
Tuesday before Ostler on 
separate narcotics-possession 
charges — the largest one- 
sitting total of such charges in 
eight months. 

One person was charged 
with possession of cocaine and 
marijuana, one with 
possession of marijuana seeds 
and the others with possession 
of marijuana. 

All but one had been 
released on bail or notices to 
appear Tuesday. Ten pleaded 
guilty and nine were fined a 
total of $700 while the one who 
had spent the weekend in jail 
was given a nominal one-day 
term and freed. 

Judge F. S. Green levied a 
sentence of a six-month jail 
term followed by 18 months’ 
probation against Larry 
Jeffrey Douglas Mutter, 17, of 
2605 Sooke. Mutter, an 
admitted heroin addict, 
pleaded guilty April 1 to a 
charge of a Feb. 25 break-in at 
a Saanich drug store and a 
charge of possession of known 
stolen narcotics Feb. 26 in 
Victoria.

Playing with fire costly 


Three small boys playing 
with matches in a garage at 
1074 Chamberlain this week 
started a $15,000 conflagration 
that gutted the house’s top 
storey. 

City police report no 
charges are pending at this 
time. 

At the height of the blaze all 
18 men on duty in the city’s 
fire department were fighting 
the fast-spreading blaze. 

The alarm was turned in at 
2:03 p.m. Monday and by the 
time the first fire truck 
arrived four minutes later the 
fire was raging through the 
roof.

The husband and wife 
quickly left and took shelter at 
a neighbors.

The group 
included, in addition to Blunt, 
Frank Florussen of Em¬ 
manuel, Leif Wergeland and 
Ernest Hunter of First Church 
of the Nazarene and Murray 
Padgett of Colwood Baptist. 

Blunt, a vigorous man 
although he is confined to a 
wheelchair, said he had ‘‘a 
tremendous experience in the 
Lord’s name.” 

He quoted Revelation 3: “I 
have set before thee an open 
door, which no one can shut.” 

‘‘We’ve watched doors open 
in the last five weeks,” he said 
and later added that, one day, 
he is committed to God to go 
back to Ethiopia to work. 

The five men, with the aid of 
native workmen, erected the 
three buildings in 28 working 
days. They lived in mud huts 
with dirt floors and ate ‘‘a lot 
of macaroni/ 

Hunter told the 
congregation the tense 
political situation was evident 
with armed soldiers patrolling 
in pairs. The Victorians saw 


people arrested but ‘‘nobody 
bothered us,” he said. 

Wergeland said precautions 
had to be taken during the 
building against ants and 
termites which could ruin a 
house in two years. 

‘‘And when we needed 
cement, we didn’t just phone 
for ready-mix like here,” he 
said. ‘‘We dug three pits, put 
two men in each, threw gravel 
and sand in, then the workers 
hauled the cement away in 
buckets.” 

Wergeland said each of the 
five ‘‘received a number of 
blessings.” They got to know 
natives and missionaries as 
friends and when they left the 
men they worked with called 
them “brothers.” 

It is good that churches open 
schools and hospitals, 
Wergeland said, but there is a 
need to go one step further and 
show the people how to use 
what they already have. 

According to a U.S. survey 
25 years ago Ethiopia could be 
one of the greatest 
agricultural countries in the 
world yet thousands are 
starving there, he said. 

"We should send people 
with knowhow. The hunger is 
real.” 

“It is up to each of us to 
decide what we are going to do 
about these things. We should 


get behind our missionaries in 
prayer and money.” 

Rev. Norman Archer told 
his congregation that, as a 
result of the ‘‘planned 
famine” fund-raising cam¬ 
paign of World Vision, which 
ended on the weekend, 
members of the church were 
sending at least $10,000 to help 
the starving people in 
Ethiopia.

Cadets' glory 


A sea saga, with 18 Royal 
Canadian Sea Cadets as the 
main characters, took place in 
a storm off D'Arcy Island 
recently. 

It came at the end of a week- 
long exercise in which 250 
cadets from as far east as 
Winnipeg had taken part. 

The sailing, motor vessel 
and camping expedition had 
centred around Desolation 
Sound. Using two YFP 
(converted harbor craft), two 


other motor vessels and six 32- 
foot sailing cutters, the cadets 
had spent a rainy week 
carrying out survival training 
ashore, interspersed with 
sailing and seamanship 
exercises afloat. 

When camp was broken, 30 
cadets from the Victoria

The wind whipped the 
water, raising waves that 
swamped one of the whalers.

The whole flotilla was soon 
in trouble, the whalers being 
lashed around in the waves 
like corks. Four cadet petty 
officers—Roger Fisher, 
Dermott Loughnane, Richard 
Ellsay and Douglas Mann— 
juihped into the tossing 
whalers, securing lines. 

Lieut. Ken Neilson, who was 
in charge of the flotilla, said: 
“It was really great, I can’t 
speak too highly of the 


courage and enterprise of 
these youngsters.” 

Neilson reported it took two 
hours to sort things out. The 
flotilla then limped into the lee 
of Cordova Bay 
The whalers were beached. 
The four petty officers made 
a makeshift camp ashore and 
stood guard over the boats 
while the rest of the party 
carried on toward Esquiihalt 
'aboard the YFP. 

The vessel ducked into 


Cadboro Bay. All the cadets 
were seasick by this time — 
three hours after beaching the 
whalers — and most disem¬ 
barked at Royal Victoria 
Yacht Club. 

Two cadets remained 
behind, they and the two of¬ 
ficers bringing the YFP into 
Esquimalt Harbor at 4:30 
a.m. 

After unloading tons of 
gear, cleaning ship and 
arranging for an armed 


forces' tug to bring the 
whalers and shore party back 
from Cordova Bay, the four 
left Jhe YFP at 8 a m. 

Rainbow’s commanding 
officer, Lt.-Cmdr.

The 81- 
year-old emperor told the 
government that the prince, a 
student at Oxford University, 
has superseded his father, 
Ctfjjn Prince Asfa Wossen, as 
the emperor’s heir. 


VANCOUVER — Robert W. Bonner said this week he will be 
resigning Friday as chairman of MacMillan Bloedel Ltd. at the 
firm's annual meeting. 

He declined to give any reason for leaving his job and also 
refused to give any indication of his future plans. He said these 
will be discussed first with M-B board of directors. 

Bonner, 53, was attorney-general in the W.A.C. Bennett 
Social Credit government for 16 years before joining M-B in 
1968. Before being appointed chairman, Bonner served M-B as 
president and chief executive officer. 


OTTAWA - Hospital 
patients are being elec¬ 
trocuted by faulty heart- 
monitoring equipment and 
federal health department 
officials are looking for ways 
to stop the killings. 

In the U.S., officials 
estimate more than 1,000 
patients are shocked to death 
each year. 

Malfunctions which 
generate tiny shocks to 
patients hooked up to 
monitoring devices are taking 
a deadly toll and health of¬ 
ficials blame some of the 
equipment as being built to 
low standards as well as 
improper maintenance. 

One plan devised to curb the 
deaths is to send equipment 
inspectors to hospitals to 
check for malfunctioning 
equipment. 

In addition to causing 
electrocution, some of the 
malfunctioning equipment 
was said to be producing 
inaccurate diagnoses. 


SEBRINGVILLE, Ont. — 
Intense winds toppled 150-foot 
hydro transmission lines here 
this week, knocking out power 
across southwestern Ontario 
for several hours and causing 
widespread damage. There 
were no serious injuries. 

The winds blew part of a 
roof from an apartment 
building in London, forcing 100 
occupants to find other ac¬ 
commodation. Damage was 
extensive along the shores of 
Lake St. Clair, which was 
whipped into a frenzy. 

A 50-foot mobile home was 
ripped from its foundation and 
demolished. None of the 11 
persons attending a family 
reunion inside was injured. 

MONTREAL - The second 
fire in less than a month at the 
$6-billion hydro-electric 
project at James Bay has 
caused damage estimated at 
$500,000. A faulty generator is 
believed the fire cause. 

A major investigation is 
under way into the $l-million 
fire at the project March 21. 


Brief bits 


MIAMI, Fla. — More than 
$47,000 in unsolicited cash and 
pledges has been sent to 
President Richard Nixon to 
help . him pay his income 
taxes. 

The White House said Nixon 
was "heartened” by the offers 
for aid ranging from six cents 
from a schoolchild to $5,000 
from a businessman but had 
decided not to accept any. 

Where the donor is known, 
the money will be returned 
with a letter of thanks. Con¬ 
tributions made anonymously 
will be turned over to the Red 
Cross, the White House said. 

LONDON — There are clear 
indications that the new 
British Labor government will 
soon be cancelling two 
prestige projects, the 
supersonic Concorde jetliner 
and a third London airport. 

Final decisions on both 
projects have not yet been 
made by the cabinet but 
senior officials have said 
enough in recent weeks to 
indicate both projects will be 
abandoned. 

The Concorde has been 
under development for 11 
years as a joint project with 
the French. There have been 
few if any orders for the ex¬ 
pensive jet which flies at 1,400 
miles per hour. 

The third London airport is 
planned to be built at Maplin 
on the south Essex coast at a 
cost of $2 billion. 

BRINDISI, Italy - A 
mother and three of her 
children died here after eating 
wild mushrooms from a field 
on the Adriatic coast. Another 
11 persons on the same 
mushroom hunt were 
hospitalized. 


Murders 
increase 
in Detroit 


• DETROIT — Death is on the 
increase in Detroit, 
lln the 24-hour period from 
Monday to Tuesday seven 
pfeople were killed. A 
policeman died and another 
was critically injured early 
Tuesday in a drug raid, 
bringing the number to die 
Tuesday morning to four. 

; Earlier, three women were 
found executed in a west side 
apartment. 

U.S. lifts 
food 
controls 

WASHINGTON - Wage and 
0rice controls have been lifted 
(Tom U.S. retailers and 
wholesalers, a move which 
affects virtually all food on the 
supermarket shelves. 

In announcing the move this 
week, the U.S. Cost-of-Living 
Council said that although 
there may be some price 
increases, "inordinate rises” 
should not occur. 

Wholesalers and retailers 
had been permitted to pass 
along to buyers only cost 
increases. They were barred 
from widening profit margins 
above a set level 
Still under controls are the 
companies that process 
frozen, canned and packaged 
food. 


When Mayor Coleman 
Young took office in January 
as the first black mayor of 
Detroit, he promised to clean 
up the crime situation in the 
downtown areas. 

One of his first moves was to 
disband the police 
department's controversial 
Stress Squad which used 
decoy officers and unmarked 
cars to encourage criminals to 
attack them. 

The unit was labelled as an 
anti-black racist squad by 
various groups. 

Veteran police officers have 
claimed that the capital crime 
rate has increased since the 
action was taken. They also 
say that many experienced 
ranking officers have left the 
department because of that 
and other measures 
introduced by Young. 

A U.S. justice department 
survey, released earlier this 
week, shows that more than 60 
per cent of serious crime in 
Detroit is not reported to 
police and this has been 
described as "incredible" by 
one senior police official. 

He says that "is just not 
true." 

Police records, he said, 
show a total of nearly 129,000 
crimes in all categories, 
including capital offences, 
since the beginning of the 
year. 

The government study 
showed 345,600 major crimes 
were committed.

month, has political observers 
worried. 

The worry is not only over 
the general increase in 
weaponry in east African 
countries, but over the Soviet 
Union’s reasons for supplying 
Uganda and possible uses 
Uganda’s impetuous leader, 
Idi Amin, may put the 
weapons to. 

The other country in East 
Africa which has benefited 
from Soviet military aid is the 
Somalia Republic. 

Soviet influence in Somalia 
has been great for some time, 
and the Kremlin’s reward has 
been naval facilities on the 
strategic Horn of Africa, 
overlooking a sensitive area of 
the Indian Ocean. 

The Soviet Union has also 
supplied arms to two rebel 
groups, anti-Portuguese 
Frelimo in Mozambique and 
the Eritrean rebels fighting 
government forces in 
northern Ethiopia. 

But at present, it is Uganda 
that has the observers 
concerned. 

Arms supplied by the 
Kremlin are known to include 
a squadron of MiG 17 jet 
fighters (presumably with 
Soviet ground crews and pilots 
while the Uganda air force 
learns to handle them), 36 
armored personnel carriers of 
the type used by India in the 
1971 war with Pakistan, 81 
missile firing tanks, and an 
assortment of anti-aircraft 
guns and other weapons. 

Amin, in publicly thanking 
Moscow earlier this month for 
the arms, explained happily 
the Soviet Union has now 
completely re-equipped his 
mechanized and artillery 
regiments with powerful 
modern weapons. 

But where will the arms be 
used? 

Uganda is not visibly 
endangered by any of its 
neighbors. The clashes of 
three years ago with Tanzania 
(where the army has had 
training from Canadian 
officers and is supplied with 
Chinese weapons) appear to 
be over. Amin has resumed 
friendly relations with 
Tanzania President Julius 
Nyerere. 

The only explanation 
provided by Amin for the flow 
of arms is so that Uganda will 
be able to defend itself 
properly — against whom it 
was not stated — and provide 
help to freedom fighters in 
Mozambique, Angola and 
Rhodesia, if needed.

FBI doubts 
Patricia 
aided raid 


SAN FRANCISCO - Police have issued 
a warrant for the missing Patricia Hearst. 

She is wanted as a material witness in a 
bank robbery which took place in San 
Francisco earlier this week. 

Miss Hearst was presumed kidnapped 
by terrorists, known as the Symbionese 
Army, about 10 weeks ago. But recently 
she sent a message to her parents, saying 
she had joined the ranks of her captors. 

Photographs from the raided bank 
show a woman resembling the 20-year-old 
heiress holding a gun. But the FBI ap¬ 
parently is not convinced that Miss Hearst 
was there voluntarily, so they have issued 
a warrant for her as a witness rather than 
a suspect. 

They say photographs from the bank’s 
security camera showed a female member 
of the army pointing an automatic weapon 
in the general direction of Miss Hearst. 

But the photograph could also be in¬ 
terpreted as an armed accomplice 
covering the counter behind Miss Hearst. 

The only generally accepted account is 
that Miss Hearst is alive and was with 
eight other persons who moved with 
military precision. Five heavily armed 


people, including Miss Hearst, entered the 
bank while four others waited outside in a 
car. 

The entire operation was over within 
two minutes according to witnesses, and 
then the shooting began. One man was shot 
as he entered the bank while another was 
wounded on the street. 

The group entered one of two station 
wagons which they had rented for the 
robbery. 

The security photographs have iden¬ 
tified at least four suspected members of 
the Symbionese Army. 

Miss Hearst’s mother says she cannot 
believe her daughter would take part in a 
holdup. 

“The whole affair is bizarre,’’ she said. 

In La Paz, Mexico, her father, 
newspaper publisher William Hearst, said 
he wishes he had sped up the food 
giveaway program demanded after the 
kidnapping. 

“I would have handed out everything in 
two bites,’’ he said. 

A total of $2 million worth of food has 
been given to California’s poor. 


Music cache 
'priceless' 
says expert 


BERLIN — Priceless 
musical manuscripts, 
including ones signed by 
Beethoven and Mozart, have 
been found near Cracow, 
Poland, according to an 
American musicologist here. 

Dr. Carleton Smith, 
chairman of the National Arts 
Foundation based in 
Liechtenstein, said he saw the 
musical scores during a trip to 
Poland. It had been believed 
the manuscripts were 
destroyed during the Second 
World War. 

The find was seen as a 
sensitive political issue 
because Polish officials have 
so far denied any knowledge 
of the art treasures. The 
manuscripts were the 
property of the Prussian State 


Library, now in East Berlin, 
and disappeared during the 
war. 

None of the manuscripts 
have ever been microfilmed, 
so scholars have been unable 
to study them.

They include Beethoven's 
Ninth and Seventh 
symphonies, Mozart’s Jupiter 
Symphony, the opera score of 
The Magic Flute and two acts 
of Figaro. 

Smith said the persons who 
had showed him the 
manuscripts feared 
imprisonment for disclosing 
the existence of the treasure. 

Negotiations with the 
Warsaw government are 
being arranged for the 
eventual microfilming of the 
manuscripts. 


Roving youth gangs 
scare shopkeepers 


LONDON — North Ken¬ 
sington shopkeepers are 
worried about an increasing 
threat from roving gangs of 
youths. 

The gangs threaten and 
steal and, on two occasions, 
knives have been used. 

The situation is a reflection 
of how violence is increasing 
in Britain, which for a long 
time has not been confronted 
by the violence which has 
erupted on the North 
American continent. 

Now that the coal miner’s 
strike has been settled and the 
nation is back on a normal 
working week, Britons hope 
the current wave of crime is at 
an end — many have blamed 
the three-day working week 
for much of the violence. 

One London shopkeeper 
keeps four guard dogs at the 


back of his small grocery 
store. 

Another, Mrs. Joyce 
Treggidden said: “Three 
colored boys came in when my 
daughter, Christine, and I 
were on our own. One grabbed 
her hair and told her not to 
make a sound. The other two 
got to the till. I grabbed a 
crowbar I keep under the 
counter. 

“Then my daughter 
screamed and I saw a knife 
being held at her throat. I 
grabbed a big tin of mints 
and hurled it through the 
window to attract help. I've 
told the police but there seems 
to be no clue.” 

The owner of a London dairy 
said he had almost $250 stolen 
when youths threatened his 
wife with a knife. 


“We are all afraid,” he said. 
“Now this has happened, we 
are shutting half an hour 
earlier.” 

Another grocer, Reg Hicks, 
who is 65, said he did not think 
the gangs were local. 

“They come in from outside 
areas,” he said. “They have 
been laid off because of the 
three-day week. We hope now 
things are back to normal they 
will have other things to oc¬ 
cupy their minds.”

Canada 
oil bid 
fails 

RIYADH, Saudi Arabia — 
Alastair Gillespie, Canada’s 
trade minister, has ap 
parently failed in a bid to cash 
in on Saudi Arabia’s 
petroleum wealth. 

Gillespie proposed that 
Canadian technology and 
Saudi cash be used to build 
heavy water plants in such 
countries as Mexico. 
However, Anwar Ali, 
governor of Saudi Arabia’s 
central monetary agency and 
manager of the country’s rich 
oil reserves, was cool to the 
idea. 

Gillespie pressed the heavy 
water idea on the grounds that 
it could be made as a by¬ 
product in refining ammonia 
from the immense Saudi 
natural gas fields. Used in 
Canadian Candu nuclear 
reactors, its distribution in 
Saudi Arabia and elsewhere 
would be an incentive to 
producers to buy the Candu. 

Gillespie fared no better in 
talks with Kamal Sindi, 
general manager of Airlines. 
Gillespie tried to sell him a 
DHC-7 short takeoff and 
landing (STOL) aircraft, now 
in the prototype stage under 
heavy federal government 
stubisdy at de Haviland 
Aircraft in Toronto.

Money boll inflated 


‘ Owners of Canadian 
Football League teams have 
been presented with the 
money ball and indications 
this week are that they are 
planning to toss it right back 
to the CFL Players’ 
Association. 

Through president George 
Reed, the association has 
presented defnands for 
sweeping changes in benefits, 
including pre-season and 
playoff pay structures and a 
flock of lesser items. 

Players are now waiting for 
a reply that could come late 
this month after general 
managers meet in Victoria, 
shortly before the league and 
players start negotiating on a 
point-by-point basis. 

“We have to start coming to 
a decision by the first of June, 
we can’t let it go on and on," 
commented Reed in Regina 
after Bill Clarke, president of 
Saskatchewan Roughriders, 
said there was “no way” the 
league could meet demands 
by players. 

However, Reed emphasizes 
that “there is nothing that is 
not negotiable." 

Reed says the share for 
players from the Grey Cup 
game is a source of irritation, 
because even the lowest-paid 
Canadian player has to take a 
salary cut — from what he 
receives for regular season 
games — to compete in 
playoffs. 

“The Grey Cup game in 
Toronto last year brought in 
something like $1.4-million,” 
said Reed, “and the pay for 
players was around 10 per 
cent of that figure." 

In addition to a request for 
playoff money increases that 
would include boosting Grey 
Cup money for winners and 
Iof ers from $3,000 a nd $2,000 in 
1973 to $6,000 and $3,000 this 
vear, the players are asking: 

—That a minimum salary of 
$11,000 be established and that 
each veteran receive $17 for 
each day of training camp 
compared with $10 a day 
received last summer 

—That payments for each 
exhibition game be increased 
to $150 for each veteran this 
year and to $200 in 1975, 
compared with the $50 each 
received for exhibition games 
last year. 

—That the league contribute 
25 cents from each ticket sold 
into the pension plan, instead 
of continuing the present 
program in which teams 
nrfatch the $300 contribution 
made by each player. 

“I think we re getting 
somewhere,” said Reed, 
“because in 1972 they (the

New York Rangers, only 16

It’s 
in Boston, where the Bruins 
will meet Chicago Black 
Hawks, who earned their spot 
Tuesday night with a typical 
performance — a 1-0 victory 
which eliminated Los Angeles 
Kings in the fifth game. 

Philadelphia Flyers, who 
matched the Bruins with a 4-0 
quarter final win, await the 
survivor of the Ranger- 
Canadien series. 

Tuesday’s game in Mon¬ 
treal was a fluctuating affair, 
combining some defensive 
hockey with wide-open action 
which needed standout 
goaling on both sides to keep it 
in doubt. 

Rangers stayed with 
veteran Ed Giacomin between 
the pipes and rookie Michel 
Larocque played his fifth 
consecutive game for the 
defending cup champions. 
They were a standoff and the 
difference was the alert 
scoring of a veteran who had 
been assigned to checking 
duties, along with the 
Canadiens’ inability — a 
season-long thing — to hold 
their own in the faceoffs. 

Bruce MacGregor, a 33- 
year-old (on April 26) right¬ 
winger who has been shifted to 
left wing to keep tabs on Yvan 
Cournoyer, scored the l-l and 
2-2 goals. And his second goal 
came seconds after Canadiens 
had failed to control the puck 
from a faceoff in their zone. 

MacGregor’s fifth series 
goal came with the Rangers 
using six attackers and 
Canadiens needing only to get 
the puck out of their own zone 
to win. But Brad Park took 
possession at the right point, 
and teed it up for a blistering 
drive. 

Larocque gloved the puck, 
but he couldn't hang on, and 
the alert MacGregor was 
there to poke it into an opening 
to Larocque's left. 

Canadiens applied the first 
overtime pressure, but it was 
carried by Rangers when the 
game-breaker came. 

Larocque saved a sticky 
situation by catching a drive 
and holding on for a faceoff. 
But Pete Stemkowski easily 
beat Pete Mahovlich on the 
draw, and the puck went 
directly to Harris, who got it 
away quickly from about 25 
feet to beat Larocque cleanly. 

Canadiens played what has 
become typical hockey for 
them. There were times when 
they looked as if successfully 
defending the Stanley Cup 
would be more than possible. 
But they continued prone to 
the lapses which have 
prevented them from the 
sustained superiority they 
used to show, and Larocque 
had to be sharp to keep the 
Rangers from going ahead 
sooner than they did. 

Canadiens, next to 
Larocque best served by 
winger Steve Shutt and 
defenceman Larry Robinson, 
went ahead after only 49 
seconds. 

The opening goal was the 
result of another fine play by 
Shutt, a 21-year-old second- 
season pro who contributed at 
a goal-a-game pace for the 
first four games. 

Shutt broke through the 
defence with a great burst of 
speed. And Henri Richard 
cashed the rebound after 
Giacomin had made the first 
of several fine stops against 
the starry winger. 

MacGregor’s first goal 
came on a close-in 
backhander after the 
Canadiens had lapsed on 
defence to permit a passout 
from behind Larocque. 

A close-checking 20 minutes 
which nonetheless produced 
some fine scoring chances, 
the second period was 
scoreless. Canadiens went 
ahead at 5:24 of the final 


period when Murray Wilson, 
who hadn't been at all 
prominent up to this point of 
the series, suddenly flashed 
some of his potential. 

The long-striding winger, 
started away by Pete 
Mahovlich, sped down the 
right boards, left Dale Rolfe in 
his wake and sizzled the puck 
past Giacomin. 

Giacomin had little chance 


on the shot. He didn’t have 
much of a chance on three 
shots late in the game, but he 
came up with a great stop on 
Chuck Lefley and later beat 
Shutt twice to give his club its 
overtime chances. 

In Chicago, a goal by Jim 
Pappin with less than five 
minutes left sent the Kings to 
the sidelines. 

It was only the third goal in 


three games for the Hawks, 
but they won two of them.

becoming aware of the Holy 
Spirit in our Church." 

Kranabetter dropped out of 
bowling in 1964, the height of a 
brilliant career which began 
as a 21-year-old in 1958. 

The 1963-64 season was an 
outstanding one for 
Kranabetter. Between 
November of 1963 and April of 
1964, he averaged an amazing 
303 for 36 games in a league at 
Digney Bowl in Burnaby. In 
another league at Commodore 
Lanes in Vancouver, he 
averaged in the 270s.

Between bowlspiel shifts, 
Kranabetter took the children, 
all between six and nine years 
of age, to various spots in 
Victoria. He said most of them 
had been here before. 

Things didn’t go 
particularly well in the 
bowlspiel for Kranabetter. He 
started with 187-302-209-698,

and finished with 241-185-235- 
661. He and his mates dropped 
three straight matches and 
were sidelined early. 

But Kranabetter will be 
back. He is entered in the rich 
Victorian Days tournament 
May 25 and 26 at Town and 
Country Lanes.

Plan for dam 
poses threat 
to wildlife 

Express Outdoors Editor 

When will we learn our environmental lesson? 

B.C. Hydro is proposing a power development scheme 
involving the Kokish and Bonanza river systems near Beaver 
Cove in the northwestern section of Vancouver Island 

An environmental study of the project by Howard Paish and 
Associates states: 

“The fish in hot)*the Kokish and Bonanza Rivers could be 
almost wiped out. Three lakes would be flooded to form one 
large reservoir. And the habitat of many animals, including a 
herd of about 100 Roosevelt elk, would be drastically reduced 
and their numbers would decline.'' 

Further along, the report says the power project would 
eliminate spawning and rearing of Chinook and coho salmon as 
well as steelhead in the Kokish above the powerhouse, “in the 
east fork of the river, and in Bonanza River, both above and 
below Bonanza Lake.” 

Similar losses to all three species would occur downstream 
from the powerhouse as far as the influx of the Tsulton River. 

“Cutthroat and rainbow trout would be virtually eliminated 
from the Kokish . . . The loss in steelhead and coho salmon 
would be the most significant loss of spawning fish in terms of 
northern Vancouver Island,” adds the report. 

Apparently B.C. Hydro has already approached the fish and 
wildlife branch regional headquarters in Nanaimo, stating a 
desire to dam the river and asking what can be done to mitigate 
the consequences. 

Regional fisheries biologist George Reid was quoted in a 
Steelhead Society of B.C. report as saying: 

“It means we start off from a position of compromise.” 

Surely this is putting the cart before the horse. 

Branch biologists should have been consulted as to possible 
affects before a decision was reached to build the dam — not 
after. 

Logging has already had a detrimental affect on young 
salmon in the estuary of the Kokish and now B.C. Hydro appears 
destined to finish off the job.

Booing 
is good 
for 

Girard 


DETROIT - If they ever 
stop booing, Joe Girard is in 
trouble. 

Girard, who calls himself 
the Babe Ruth of the U.S. auto 
business, has been the No. 1 
car and truck salesman in the 
country for the last eight 
years 

And at last year’s annual 
salesmen’s dinner, when he 
made his traditional walk to 
the dais to pick up his No. 1 
award, he was greeted by a 
chorus of boos. 

"Just keep booing,” he told 
his detractors, "and I’ll make 
sure I’m back next year to let 
you boo me again." 

In 1973 Girard sold 1,425 
Chevrolet cars and trucks and 
earned $180,000 by offering 
deals no «ne else could match 
Born on Detroit’s east side 
to an Impoverished Italian 
family, Girard shone shoes 
when he was 10, dropped out of 
high school and was going 
nowhere until 10 years ago 
when he got his first chance to 
sell cars. 

Today he lives with his wife 
and two sons in an expensive 
home in the posh Detroit 
suburb of Grosse Pointe 
Woods, drives a white 
Cadillac Eldorado and wears 
a $7,000 diamond ring. 

His fame has even spread 
overseas. Last year when a 
Japanese auto manufacturer 
held a national sales contest, 
first prize was a trip to Detroit 
and a personal visit with 
Girard. 

So far this year Girard’s 
sales have slumped 10 per 
cent from his 1973 record 
pace, but he's not worried. 

"It’s getting better,” he 
said. "Most dealers are down 
30 to 50 per cent." 

On a recent Thursday, he 
sold three cars and two trucks 
in a four-hour span. 

While other salesmen are 
sitting around the showroom 
waiting for business, there 
always seems to be a lineup of 
customers outside Girard's 
office. They come from all 
over the midwest to deal with 
him, including Chicago and 
Indianapolis. 

"He gives me a good deal," 
explained one customer who 
travelled 50 miles and waited 
more than an hour to let 
Girard sell him a truck. 

"Sure I give 'em a good 
deal,” Girard agreed. 
"Because of my volume, I can 
afford to make a better offer 
than another guy.” 

Girard has two assistants 
who handle prospective 
buyers until they’re ready to 
buy. "Then I take over,” said 
Girard. 

After the buyer lists the 
options he wants, Girard 
begins punching away at an 
adding machine in his office. 
He then turns back to the 
customer with a slip of white 
paper in his hand 
“Now I know you’ve gotten 
prices from other dealers,” he 
says, "so how about telling me 
the lowest one?” 

The customer tells him and 
Girard revelas the white slip 
with his own price, usually 
several hundred dollars 
lower. 

The entire transaction 
normally takes no more than 
10 minutes. 

Girard also offers to pay 
customers $25 for each new 
buyer they bring in. Last year 
he paid out $14,000 to his "bird 
dogs.” 

"Basically, l m an actor. 
Girard revealed. "I play each 
person by ear and by eye. If 
you like my performance, you 
buy a ticket to get out of my 
office."

Union hints at arbitrator 


With the apparent rejection 
of the Treasury Board’s latest 
wage offer to firefighters, the 
only hope left of getting the 
men back to work is the ap¬ 
pointment of a national ar¬ 
bitrator, according to union 
spokesmen. 

The firefighters, who 
crippled B.C.’s commercial 
air service when they walked 
off the job April 5, have been 
offered wage boosts to $12,030 
by June, 1975 — that wage to 
hold fast until June 15, 1976. 

"If we could get that 
amount immediately we 
might be in business,’’ 


commented Don Duthie, 
president of Vancouver 
Airport local of the 
firefighters union. 

"We shall be as far behind 
as ever in 1976. By that time, 
municipal firemen will have 
had two new contracts, and in 
Vancouver they’re already 
getting $13,000 a year com¬ 
pared to our $9,000." 

(In Victoria municipal 
firemen get just over $11,000 a 
year under an expiring con¬ 
tract and they are seeking 
parity with Vancouver). 

Meanwhile, the fight for

About 500 youths sought jobs when a special Canada 
Manpower centre for students opened Tuesday at 720 Yates St.

No hike in tax 
Lum's '74 goal 


No increase in the 1974 
municipal tax rate is a goal of 
Saanich Mayor Ed Lum as 
pre-budget, cost-cutting 
council sessions approach at 
month-end. 

According to Lum’s 
reasoning, a standpat budget 
is possible this year if some 
capital spending proposals 
are dropped and the dollars 
raised by local taxes rise 
naturally through an 
expanded assessment base. 

Budget proposals at present 
have been returned to 
department heads for further 
trimming from the amounts 
proposed in the provisional 
budget. Lum said this week 
the total was close to actual 
spending in 1973, which 
amounted to $12.9 million 
exclusive of levies for other 
governments such as school 
districts and the Capital 
Regional District. 

He is hoping for a final 
budget of about $13.5 million, 
which will allow $800,000 more 
for municipal salaries 
including police and fire 


House deals 
are better 
overseas 

LONDON - With homes in 
the London area rapidly in¬ 
creasing in price, many 
Britons are finding a better 
deal overseas. 

Not only are houses in 
Spain, France, Portugal and 
Cyprus cheaper, there is the 
added bonus of more sun¬ 
shine. 

Despite the economic gloom 
that has hovered over Britain 
recently, there has been a 
surge of interest in buying 
homes in those countries. 

One developer reports a 30 
per cent increase in interest 
since Christmas. Another says 
the demand for homes in the 
sun for retirement couples 
was well up at this time, 
compared with last year. 

Possibly one reason is a new 
insurance scheme which 
recently made its debut. 

Underwritten at Lloyds, it 
covers overseas homes 
against riots, theft, storms, 
fire and explosions. 


departments. Charges for 
regional district and hospital 
requirements would be 
additional, as would school 
taxes. 

Lum hopes last year’s 
general mill rate of 45.48 will 
not be exceeded, with the 
understanding that this year 
one mill is expected to raise 
about $ 180,000 compared with 
$153,810 in 1973. 

The difference in what one 
mill will raise in tax dollars is 
accounted for by a drastic 
revision of 1974 assessment 
regulations, a province-wide 
phenomenon. For Saanich it 
will mean about $500,000 on 
the tax roll. 

But there are uncontrollable 
costs facing Saanich, Lum 
points out, such as the cost of 
public works materials 


including about 100 per cent 
rise in steel prices and 
between 25 and 40 per cent 
over last year for other things. 

In addition, the regional 
district will want about 
$ 100,000 more from Saanich 
for public health purposes, he 
pointed out. 

Lum expects new recreation 
projects to get the axe, but at 
the same time he feels post¬ 
budget efforts to outline a new 
capital works referendum will 
be launched quickly, and the 
outcome of that could be a 
September referendum to 
deal with drainage, roads and 
recreation projects. 

Council commences its 
committee of the whole 
budget deliberations April 30, 
continuing through May 1 and 
2 .

Saanich pegs 
waterways 
for future 


Saanich planning depart¬ 
ment has completed the first 
step in a detailed inventory of 
municipal waterways in a 
project initiated by council’s 
new environment committee. 

The municipality from 
Cadboro Bay beach to 
Killarney Lake has been 
sectored into 55 units outlined 
in an atlas for ready 
reference. 

The marine waterfront is 
divided into sections starting 
from the Oak Bay boundary at 
pidboro Bay. around Ten- 
Mile Point and continuing 
north to Central Saanich 
boundary, each sector no 
more than about two miles in 
length. 

In addition, the seven lakes 
form individual sectors, plus 
the major tributaries and 
fresh water streams such as 
Bowker Creek, Colquitz 
River, Coward Creek and 
Swan Creek. 

Next phase will be to make 
an inventory of work to be 
done in each sector from an 
environmental view point, 
together with cost estimates, 
these projects will include 
waterway and stream bank 
Improvements, water storage 
considerations, flood control, 
pollution control, fish plan¬ 
ting, and other recreational 
aspects. 

; This will be supplemented 
by a reference list of private 


groups and agencies within 
the region whose support and 
assistance for improvements 
may be solicited by Saanich. 
Such a group may be the 
Victoria Natural History 
Society or the Amalgamated 
Fish and Game clubs.

Buttle Lake gets clean bill 


A survey of water quality in 
Buttle Lake near Campbell 
River by B.C. Research shows 
there is no detrimental effect 
from tailings outflow from 
Western Mines Ltd. 

Prepared for'the Pollution 
Control Board of B.C., the 
report states that water 
draining out of the lake and 
into Upper Campbell Lake is 
superior to limits set in the 
Canadian Drinking Water 
Standards. 

Campbell River's drinking 
water originates in Buttle 
Lake and there was a public 
outcry when the mine first 
initiated its tailings disposal 
plan. 

The survey shows the water 
quality surpasses standards 
suggested for aquatic life. 
This is also true of water 
sampled near the tailings' 
outfall. 

The copper-zinc mine is at 
the south end of Buttle Lake. 


The ore is milled and con¬ 
centrated at Myra Creek, 
which drains into the lake. 

Tailings from the con¬ 
centrator pass through a 32- 
inch pipe and are discharged 
at a depth of 80 feet into the 
lake, the pipe's tail being 
suspended from an anchored 
raft located half a mile from 
the creek’s mouth. 

Heavy material leaving the 
pipe falls to the lake bed at a 
depth of between 100 and 150 
feet. 

A permit granted the mine 
allows a discharge of up to 
720.000 gallons of effluent a 
day into the lake. 

Tests run by B.C. Research 
were taken at different depths 
and locations of the lake. 

Heavy metal concentrations 
in tissue of fish taken from the 
lake were also monitored. 

Zinc concentration in fish 


livers has not changed since 
before the Myra Creek con¬ 
centrator was started in 
December 1966 but copper 
concentrations have in¬ 
creased since tailings started 
entering the lake. 

In spite of the copper in¬ 
crease, the amounts still are 
well below those reported on 
other Vancouver Island lakes 
where there are no mining 
activities.

Costs may sink Project Quest 


Project Quest is stymied 
again but Tom Dykes hasn’t 
given up 

Dykes second attempt to 
send 300 high school students 
on a cruise to study B.C.’s 
coastline has fallen through 
for lack of financing. 

"We know the program is 
sound but there’s one hell of 
an obstacle,” Dykes said this 
week. "There’s a cost factor." 

Budget for the eight-day 
study cruise, which was to 
leave Vancouver May 8. was 
$137,650. including 
$100,000 to renTUfc* Princess 
Patricia and $17,500 for 
evaluating the project. 

Dykes' efforts to find 
financing for the project — he 


wrote every MP and MLA in 
Canada as well as 50 major 
corporations — failed. 

Dykes isn’t quitting, just 
changing his tactics. 

He said Project Quest may 
have to abandon the idea of 
offering a tour to high school 
students only, and open the 
cruise to university students 
and adults who may be more 
willing to pay the $425 fee. 

These groups — adults, 
Camosun College, University 
of B C. and University of 
Oregon — have showed more 
interest than high schools, he 
said. 

The Project Quest program 
aims at making an in¬ 


terdisciplinary study of the 
coastal region and the con¬ 
flicts there between groups 
like industry and en¬ 
vironmentalists. 

Students would stop at such 
places as Prince Rupert and 
Juneau. Alaska, for on-land 
tours. This program could be 
simply adapted for adult or 
university-level groups. 
Dykes said. 

Dykes travelled the country 
last winter drumming up 
support for the project but 
although school boards were 
enthusiastic, not enough were 
ready to sponsor students to 
make the cruise. 

"It can’t compete with the 
type of travel programs that 


are offered in schools,” he 
said. High school students 
preferred to spend a week in 
Europe or Hawaii'than in B.C. 

Project Quest started a year 
ago in Sooke School District 
where Dykes was a high 
school teacher. Last year's 
cruise never came off, and he 
quit his job to devote himself 
fulltime to organizing the 
project. 

Now, after two failures. 
Dykes worries that the project 
will lose credibility with 
people. 

“I just don’t think we got 
through to people,” he said. 

That, said Dykes, is going to 
change.

Tourist plugs 
region's job 


The capital Regional 
District should subsidize 
tourist promotion, says 
Walter Dodsworth, 
spokesman for Vancouver 
Island Tourist* Bureau. 

Dodsworth told Oak Bay 
Council's finance committee 
this Week: “I think it’s a 
regional board problem. I 
think the (provincial) 
department of travel industry 
would look favorably if it 
became a regional respon¬ 
sibility." 

Dodsworth said that, by 
regionalizing tourist bureau 
subsidization, it would be less 
difficult to "educate” new 
members of municipalities 
each year that tourism 
promotion should be helped by 
municipal tax dollars. 

He added that 
regionalization would 
eliminate the need for tourist 
bureau officials to go around, 
"dinging everybody" each 
year. 

Vancouver Island Tourist 
Bureau wants municipalities 
to increase their contributions 
by about 15 per cent this year, 
which would raise Oak Bay’s 
contribution from $1,650 to 
$1,900. 

At a recent meeting, council 
voted a $1,750 donation toward 
the newly-formed Greater 
Victoria Visitor Information 
Centre. h rT' 

Dodsworth told the com¬ 
mittee there was no 
duplication of services by the 


two bureaus, the Vancouver 
Island one concentrating on 
"external advertising” and 
the Greater Victoria bureau 
restricting services to an¬ 
swering tourists' queries in 
the area. 

Dodsworth said the 
provincial government paid 60 
per cent of the costs of the 
Vancouver Island bureau, the 
remainder being provided 
through municipalities and 
chambers of commerce. He 
said the bureau did not 
directly get donations from 
members of the tourist in¬ 
dustry. 

Aid John Goult told Dod 
sworth, a former Oak Bay 
alderman, it was difficult to

Armstrong, former 
chairman of International 
Hydrodynamics Ltd., builders 
of the Pisces mini- 
submarines, was sentenced in 
June, 1973 to one day in jail 
and fined $5,000. 

At that time Provincial 
Court Judge Darrell Jones 
concluded Armstrong had full 
knowledge that the firm had 
issued a false prospectus, 
made for the purpose of in¬ 
ducing people to become 
shareholders. 


A byelection will be held in 
early June in Central Saanich 
to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death last week of former 
mayor Archie Galbraith. 

Acting mayor Jean Butler 
said the nomination date for 
candidates will be set this 
week and polling day, 
according to the Municipal 
Act, will be the third Saturday 
following nomination day.

| Barrett sparks victory] 


Premier Dave Barrett 
scored on the playing field in 
Kobe, Japan, Tuesday to help 
his Old Stylers rugby team to 
a 33-17 victory over the Osaka 
Wak Wak Club. 

The premier, who plays 
fullback, said it was tne first 
try he had scored since higfi 
school. 

Barrett will play his second 
and final rugby game with his 
over-40s team today. 

The 10-day tour of Japan 
began last weekend when the 
Japanese government rolled 
out the red carpet for B.C.’s 
premier and his party of 17, 
including aides, spouses, 
deputy ministers, a special 
steel committee and 
Economic Development 
Minster Gary Lauk. 

Acceding to Japanese in¬ 
sistence on protocol, Barrett, 
who originally hoped to make 
the visit an informal one, 


began his tour with courtesy 
calls to two important 
government officials, the vice- 
minister for foreign affairs 
and the vice-minister for 
international trade and in¬ 
dustry. 

The premier also plans to 
meet with some of Japan’s 
biggest conglomerates in the 
steel, forestry and 
manufacturing business 
before April 23 when he leaves 
Japan for a four-day visit to 
Hong Kong. 

Before the rugby game 
Tuesday, Barrett met with the 
lormer ace pilot and now 
Japanese preacher, Rev. 
Mitsuo Fuchida. 

Fuchida was a leading 
samurai soldier and com- 
mander-in-chief of the air 
attack on Pearl -Harbor in 
1941. After the war he con¬ 
verted to Christianity and 
began preaching against war. 


Barrett met with the aging 
Japanese minister for an hour 
and a half in his Kobe hotel 
room to discuss with him 
questions of nationalism, 
patriotism and Japanese 
militarism. 

Also that day, William 
Armstrong, University of B.C. 
professor and head of the B.C. 
steel committee, led the 
delegation on a three-hour 
tour of Kobe Steel’s 
ultramodern Kakogawa plant 

Observers in Japan said 
Japanese companies are 
giving Barrett and his 
delegation "the royal treat¬ 
ment” providing cars for 
transportation, aides for 
liaison work and interpreting, 
and expensive dinners. 

The C. Itoh trading com¬ 
pany, for example, booked 10 
of its officials into the same 
hotel as Barrett just to be 
close to the B.C. delegation.

UIC forces jobless 
to apply for work 


A crackdown by the 
Unemployment Insurance 
Commission is forcing some 
jobless people to apply for up 
to 10 jobs before they’re 
eligible to collect benefits. 

In Ontario, 34,000 people 
have either been cut off from 
benefits or informed they will 
be unless they begin job 
hunting. 


Colin Murray, UIC public 
relations officer, said that 
since a tighter Unemployment 
Act came into being in 1971 
"we’re trying to serve those 
who are entitled to benefits 
and get rid of those who 
aren’t.” 

The crackdown is centred 
mainly in Ontario and 
Alberta. 


Ford sought deal 


PALM SPRINGS. Calif. - 
U.S. Vice-president Gerald 
Ford tried to work out a 
compromise last week bet¬ 
ween the White House and the 
House judiciary committee to 
avoid a confrontation over 
tape recordings sought by the 
impeachment panel. 

Ford, here for a week of 
Republican party functions. 


told reporters of his role in 
negotiations over the 42 tapes 
which were subpoenaed after 
the White House refused to 
voluntarily surrender them. 

Ford said he sought an 
agreement that President 
Richard Nixon supply the 
requested material as soon as 
the transcripts could be typed. 


UIC Victoria spokesman 
Bob Stewart said the number 
of jobs people must apply for 
before being eligible for 
benefits depends on the type of 
job they are looking for and 
the location of the job. 

"We have no hard and fast 
rule for the number of ap¬ 
plications. It all depends on 
the number of employment 
opportunities in various 
locations,” Stewart said. 

"The main thing is that a 
person must carry out an 
active job search." 

Four new offices in 
Metropolitan Toronto have 
been opened since January to 
check on how hard people are 
trying to find work. 
Secretaries, accountants, 
waiters and clerks are under 
close scrutiny. 

Bill Tamblyn, executive 


assistant to Manpower 
Minister Robert Andras, said 
it is the first time the new act 
has been fully enforced. The 
UIC now demands a list of 
names and addresses of 
possible employers with 
whom job interviews have 
been arranged. Canada 
Manpower assists the 
unemployed in setting up the 
interviews. 

The crackdown has also 
spread to Alberta where 72 per 
cent of the unemployed in¬ 
vestigated in Calgary and 
Lethbridge have been 
disqualified from collecting 
benefits. 

Dave Crofton, district 
manager for UIC, told the 
Southern Alberta Council that 
11,115 of 15,396 who were in¬ 
vestigated were disqualified.

The paper changed hands several times and was bought in 1931 
by four printers, two of them grandsons of the founder. It is now 
a part of the Thompson newspaper chain.

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Discontent spreads 
in Soviet Union 


GRAND CANYON

MOSCOW — Discontent is 
spreading beyond the tiny 
group of dissident artists, 
•university professors, 
students and writers in the 
Soviet Union. 

Now Ivan is beginning to 
complain about his lot on the 
assembly line. Workers are 
becoming disgruntled about 
the high-handedness of Soviet 
officialdom The party's 
moral exhortations are losing 
their pull. Talk about 
ideological motivation is 
scoffed at among the 
proletariat Penalties, fines 
and sanctions have in¬ 
creasingly replaced 
premiums and bonuses. 
That's the picture painted by 
intellectuals who have made 
their way to the West. 
Although only a handful 
compared to the 85,000 Soviet 
immigrants now living in 
Israel, the discontent they 
report is more complex and 


politically significant than 
what has been heard before. 

Increasing contact with 
western workers has had a 
marked influence on Soviet 
attitudes, they report. For 
example, Russian workers in 
the big automobile plant on 
the Volga learned from the 
Italians who helped with 
initial construction that their 
assembly lines move much 
faster than those in the west. 
Naturally, Ivan wants to know 
why he has to work harder for 
less. 

Several hundred Soviets 
working on a natural gas 
pipeline in Finland last fall 
fled to Sweden. Most of them 
were Estonians, one of the 
most vocal minorities in 
Russia. 

Dissidents reaching the West 
also speak of a growing and 
articulate resistance by 
regligious groups. In the 
Baltic republics, prayer books 


have been printed 
cladestinely on privately built 
presses. Last January, Or¬ 
thodox believers openly 
circulated a letter of protest 
against the closing of chur¬ 
ches. 

And Vladimir Maximov, a 
young novelist and playwright 
who reached France last 
month, tells of samizdat 
literature (Soviet-banned 


works circulated hand to hand 
in typewritten form). Among 
the more popular authors 
whose works are circulated in 
this manner is Alexander 


Solzhenitsyn. 

Even those who do not read 
the samizdat literature freely 

listen to Russian-language 
programs from Voice of 
America and the BBC. 


LOS ANGELES - A dam in 
the Grand Canyon is being 
considered by public utilities 
companies in Los Angeles and 
Arizona to meet peak 
emergency demands by the 
early 1980s. 

The Los Angeles Depart¬ 
ment of Water and Power and 
the Arizona Power Authority 
claim the only action taken so 
far is lobbying in the U.S. 


House of Representatives to 
protect the proposed dam site 
along the Colorado River at 
the edge of the Grand Canyon 
for possible future develop¬ 
ment.

Magnate's country house 
turns into quite a buy 


LONDON - When British 
property magnate Harry 
Hyams bought a country 
house from the late Lord 
Rootes in 1965 for about

renovated workmen found 
five paintings by 17th-century 
artist Claude Lorrain 
A friend of the family ex¬ 
plained: “The pictures had 
been painted on wooden walls 


and. presumably in Victorian 
times, they were painted over 
to resemble panelling. 

“Mr. Hyams had the paint 
cleaned off and there they 
were — five splendid Claude 
Lorrain paintings. 

"I think they are now worth 
more than Mr. Hyams paid for 
the house.”

Berlin lift 
tragedy 
bore fruit 


WEST BERLIN - Twenty- 
six-year-old Flight Lieutenant 
Dornford Robertson's name is 
practically forgotten in 
Britain, but in West Berlin 
Robertson is continually 
remembered. 

Robertson's Lancaster 
bomber crashed in 1948 during 
a mercy mission in the Berlin 
airlift and he was killed. 

During an 11-month period, 
he and other Allied war 
veterans made 200,000 flights 
to Berlin to deliver food, fuel 
and medical supplies. 

Many died and in 1959, to 
commemmorate the 10th 
anniversary of the blockade. 
West Berliners, w ith the aid of 
their Senate, set up a fund to 
look after the education of the 
children of those airmen. 


When Robertson died, he left 
his wife and two daughters. 
Ann and Lyn. Through the 
fund, known as “Thanks for 
the Airlift," Mrs. Robertson 
received a cheque each month 
for about $60 • for both 
daughters, with the guarantee 
that the money would continue 
until their education was 
completed.
